Campbell was Represented by 
I, 
Homa 
J. 
Moore—Bin 
Crowd Present. 


f General regret was felt by the 
people of Bryan and Brazos county 
that Col. T. M. Campbell was not 
able to be here yesterday to fill 
his appointment to speak in the J 
in te ren t of his candidacy fo r gover­ 
nor on account of illness. 
Never­ 
theless when 3 p. rn., the appointed 
hour arrived, 
the district court 
room was well filled with an ex­ 
pectant audience variously estima­ 
ted from three to five 
hundred 
people, many of them being from 
the country and here expressly to 
hear the Palestine candidate. 
Hon. Monta J. 
Moore of Cam­ 
eron, himself until recently a can­ 
didate for governor, was here to 
represent Col. Campbell, and per­ 
formed the duty most creditably. 
Judge V. B. Hudson introduced 
Mr. Moore to the audience, com ­ 
paring the present campaign to 
the Hogg and Clark campaign and 
attacking the daily press, particu­ 
larly the Houston Post for its atti­ 
tude in the campaign. 
Mr. Moore spoke for two hours 
or more, reviewing the principles 
upon which Col. Campbell is mak­ 
ing the race for governor, and his 
remarks were frequently applaud­ 
ed. 
He declared the two issues of 
the campaign to be, (I ) revenue 
and taxation; ( a ) shall the people 
or 
the corporations control 
the 
state government. 
The speaker outlined Col. Camp- 
quitt's tax system, dwelling par­ 
ticularly on the taxes now paid by 
the railroads and other corpora­ 
tions as being far below what they 
should pay.

blanket primary provision at the 
special session of the legislature; 
to

Post and 
Chroniclo for 
alleged misrepresentation 
of the 
status of the campaign in the in­ 
terest of Colquitt aud Bell; and to 
Brooks and Colquitt for not re­ 
signing their present offices, which 
he asserted they will have to do if 
they desire to have their candidacy 
for governor seriously considered 
by the people of Texas. He echoed 
the oft reported charge that Bell 
is the candidate of the corpora­ 
tions. 
He declared that Col. Campell 
was not responsible for any of the 
rebating alleged to have been done 
when he was general manager of 
the I. & G. X. railroad, but that 
when the matter was brought to 
his attention by other officials he 
told them to track the law.
